Determined to Submit China to Ex- 
treme Humiliation Before Tarley- 
liig: With Her. 



TUe Korean Government Said to Have 
Connived at BiBlngrs Amongr 
the Natives. 

LoNDOK, Deo. 6 —Tho Tokio oorroapon- 
dent of the Central News aaya : " The 
movotnenta of Field Marabal Yatnagata'a 
division of the First army, now on the 
mai^ch through Manchuria, indicate that ho 
intends to effeot a junction with tho 
SeooQd army ioBtead of advaaoiog upon 
Monlcden. Having cleared the army's 
route of Chinese troops, General Aohimi's 
brigade havo rejoined the main army. The 
field marsbara headquarter! are still at 
Chin Lien. The veasela aeizsd by the JapE.n- 
eaa alj Port! Arthur are a torpedo boat, two 
merchant ooaaters and a small cruiser which 
wtti 'niilding there, 

TliQ Shanghai oorrcapondc-nt of tlio Times 
cnnlirtna tho atatemenc that Commiaaioner 
Dutrlup, who went to ,) iipan lo euo for peace, 
waaduiy a'jcreditfii by iinperiil dtoreo. Ho 
adda ; " Tiio Jtipunoao luiuiatera refused to 
examine hia oreticnti,i!a. Well iuformod 
ptraOQa declare thai .Japan iutonda to aub- 
j-'Cti China to extreme humiliation before 
parleyuig with her. Tho situation ia bo- 
ooniifig grave, Japan ia iirplaoablo." 

A TuUio diapatch aaya tho Ivoroan gov- 
ernment havo broken their promiaea made to 
the Japancao miniator at Seoul regarding in- 
ternational roforma, and instead it haa been 
discovered that they secretly connived to 
bring tkbout risings among the natives. This 
discovery haa oauaed a disturbance at the 
paliicc, The Minister of the Interior has 
reaigned. 

FI'UosiiiMA, Dec. 0.— A diapatoh from 
Field Marshal Yamugata, dated Autong, 
Decettibsr .'!, aaya a Jupaneso ecouting party 
BonI; in the dirootion of Llngahangkwang 
cngrtged tho Chineao outpoata on ih-s aummic 
of Alonilenling, November I,"). One of the 
Japaneae aoldiera waa killed and three 
Wounded. The scouting piirty waa re- 
inforced and occupied a position at Soitako, 
where it was attaolied by the enemy in large 
force. More than forty Japanese were 
killed. A company of infantry aenfe to re- 
connoitre Kwantien and Saibarhu waa 
attacked by a large force of Chtneie on 
November 20 at Tasoowan, and oompelled 
to retreat with the loaa of aeveral killed. 
Field Marahal Yamagata adds that meaa- 
ures have been taken to clear the ooantry 
around Kwantien and Saibartn. Detaob- 
ments under Oen. Taohimi and Col. Nis- 
eylna have reached their destinations, after 
alight resistance. They atbaoked the enemy 
at Saikftbon November 23 and oompolled 
the Chinoae troops to retire. Two detach- 
ments are now returning to Autong. 

\Vasiiin(iTO.s, Dec. 6. — It ia reported late 
thia oveuing that mlniatera Donby and Dunn 
have cleared the way for peace negotiations 
between China and Japan, andthao the Chi- 
noBO of the foreign board will send to Tokio 
an amb^Bsador fully authorized to treat for 
a oofsation of hostilities. 

Nbw Yonic, Nov. G —A letter has been 
reoeived bj- the missionary society of the 
Methodist I'Ipisoopal church from Rev. Dr. 
H H- Lowory, a missionary of the society 
in Fekin, oontainiog the latest mail anvioes 
from that country. Dr. Lowery aaya ; 
" There has been much anxiety over the re- 
ports of the poasibilily of moba, etc., and I 
think an unneoeaoary eoaro. Tho govern- 
ment will do all in its power to protect ua, 
aa witnesa tho enoloaed translation of the 
ed;ct publiahed in the Pekin Gazette : 
' Imperial edict— From the time of their 
eatabliahmoDt the ohurcbea of all na- 
tions iti Pekin have enjoyed peace, and 
aooording to treaty should be protected. 
The present breach of faith of the Eastern 
dwarfs, Japanese, has no relation to the 
foreign nationa of the West, and because 
thia year many men from every province 
are coming to Pekin, we fear that there are 
ignorant ones who will wronfifally diatruat, 
and that evil disposed vsgabonda will take 
advantage of these oiroumatanoe tojprovoke 
distorbaoce. Therefore the Mayor of 
Pekin and the oenaora of the five oitiea are 
commanded to ohsrtie those under their 
authority to atriotly watoh and inppress 
disturbance and protect forefgnera. Let 
them be punished with vigor and no len- 
iency be used iu dealing with them.' " 



DA.EING TRAIN KUHBEKV. 

A Hundred and Kortv Tlionsaiid Dolliira In 
(fold Stolen b.v Jlasktd .Men. 

FoiiT WoiiTii, Dec t) —One of the most 
daring train robberies ever oommitted in 
Tuxaa took place eight m ilea from here and 
two miles east of Benbrqok station about 6 
o>alook this evening. As an eaatbound ex- 
prosB and Pacifio pasaengor train waa 
noarii'K Mary'a Creek it waa brought to 
a audden ol andatill by a danger aignal dia- 
playfd Oil the treetli). Tho engineer waa 
coverP<i by throo m-jeked men, who boarded 
ihoccib nnd ordered tliat tho train bo back- 
ed up about half a mile, when the llroman 
was covered and ordered to break in tho ex- 
preta door. Ho refused to do ao, 
hut tho robbora pulled tlio triggcra of 
their guna and a number of shots 
in ilio air brought tho fireman to terms. 
Ho burat, in tlio express oar door with a 
pickaxo. Ouo of tho robbers then kept the 
fireman and onginecr covered while tho 
oilier Went into tho express oar. Fort 
Worth is the end of the express 
run and tho safe doors wore open, 
One of the robbers riflod tho safes 
while the other kept guard over 
tho mesacDgcr. At six o'clock the train was 
slopped and thirty minutes later it was in 
F( rt Worth. The exact amount the ribbers 
aocured la not known, but it ii| aaid to have 
been Dear $140,000 in gold bnllion en route 
from San Franolsoo tO Washington 
and a number of Tezaa Pacific 
oertifioates. After the hold-ap the 
robbers^ moanted their horses, told 
tho engineer to go on and then made leisure- 
ly off in a northwesterly direotibn. The ex- 
press ofiioiala say they do not know the 
amount taken, but that it is tho only 
through train from the West and carries 
every evening a largo amount of money.

Ottawa, Deo. G — The atotement in to- 
day'a Toronto World that Sir John Thomp- 
son Is about (to resign to become a meniber 
of the Jndiolal Committee of the Privy 
council. Sir Charles Tupper taking tho pre- 
miership, was shown to Hon. Mr. Bowell 
to-night. The acting premier said : " I 
know nothing about ib beyond what I see in 
tho newspapers. I have no reason to be- 
lieve there Is a word of truth ia it." 

A deputation of Michigan lombermen ap- 
peared before the members of tho govern- 
ment to-day and asked for the re- 
moval of the duly on boom 
sticks. Hon. Messrs Bowell, Costigan, 
Foster, Ouimet, Daly and Angers were 
present. The deputation claims that the 
aticks were simply ' lo(;s chained to- 
gether and should be included in 
tho free list category as logs rough, 
unmanufactured lumber. Congreaaman 
Wederiok waa the principal exponent of 
their caae. He lauded the lumber provia- 
iona of the Wilson tariff, but was greatly 
taken aback when Informed that it charged 
a duty on Canadian booms, and that on 
British Columbia cedor 25 per cent, duty 
was DOW charged in place of 15 per cent, 
under tho McKinley tariff. Hon, Mr. Bow- 
ell said the repreientationa would receive 
every consideration. He pointed ont the 
law nn the subject — the department of jus- 
tice held that booms were manufactured 
articles. Certainly if logs were duty free 
chains waald not come within thatoategory.

LoNuoN, Dec. G. — Lord Winohelsea haa 
received letters of regret from Lords Rose- 
bery and Salisbury, whom he invited to at- 
tend the congress of tho Agricultural Union. 
Loril Koacbery, as a landowner, expresses 
sympathy with the IJrItiah farmers on ac- 
count of tho deplorable conditiion of tho in- 
duairy. Ho remarka that the depreaaion 
does not appear to bo corliaod to the United 
Kiugdom. While ho doea not ace any proa- 
pect of a legialalivo remedy, ho aaya the 
government would willingly consider any 
praoticablo propoaition.

A Turkish Governor Imprisons Cou-

Untrue Stories 



London, Dao. G. — The committee of the 
Armenian Society in London passed this 
resolution to-day : " Ib is the manifest dnty 
of tho English government to propose to the 
powers international aotion in behalf of the 
Armoniana under Turkiah rule without wait- 
ing for tho report cf the commiaaion of in- 
quiry, which probably never will bo made, 
and in any case will be worthless." 

The Daily News has this dispatch from its 
correapondent in Conatantinoplo : " News 
from variouB aourcea confirma the belief 
that the firat reports of the Armenian maa- 
aucrea were not overdrawn. Thoro ia reason 
to believe that the truth waa hidden from 
the .'^ultan, who on November ,'iO rctiuested 
tho U.H, minister to acnd a delegato to ac- 
company tho commiaaion of in(|uiry. The 
miniater communicated with Waahington, 
but tho deciaion of the Washington govern- 
ment ia yet unknown. Tho Sultan on Dec. 
2 rtqueated General Blunt Paaha to go to 
Bitlia und report directly to the paiacc. 
General Blunt'a health preventod hia going, 
which waa regrettable, inasmuch us he 
would havo been a trusty investigator." 

Berlin, Dec G — Tho Voissiecne Zeitucg 
will print to-morrow the following narrative, 
obtained from Armenian sources : " An- 
dakb was besieged in August. Grego with 
his followers atrengthened their position 
and defended it heroically for six days, 
generally fighting with stones and daggers. 
Two men otten took the places 
of the men who had been killed. The 
position beooming untenable, Grego le|t the 
women to defend it and took his troops onb 
to forage for food and ammunition. She 
women maintained the defence twenty^^ooc 
hours and then yielded to K'^ater namiMn 
after being enrronnded on all sides. Their 
condition was terrible, many carried habiea 
on their backs, while the elder children stood 
beside them. The women saw that they 
never could fight their way through the 
enemy. Grego'a wife stepped on a high 
rock and cried, "Sisters, you must choose 
between two things — either fall into the 
hands of the Turks B.pd forget your hus- 
bands, homes and your holy religion to 
adopt lalam and be outraged, or you must; 
follow my example. Theroujicn, holding 
hor young child In her arms, she dashed her- 
self into tho abyss, others followed her fall- 
ing without cry or groan. Tho children fol- 
lowed their mothere and tho ravine 
was soon filled with corpses. Those 
who jumped last were not hurt, 
as their companions' bodies were piled high. 
About fifty women and one hundred child- 
ren were taken prisoners. The women bore 
the torture silently, ond refused to betray 
Grego andhis brave followers, Grego'a wife 
was named Sdhakho. " 

Constantinople, Dec. 6 —An Armeoiau 
journal in Tiflis reports that the governor at 
Bitlis recently sent a circular letter to con* 
splouous Armenians in his. diitriot com. 
manding them to sign an address to the 
Sultan declaring that all the stories of tlis 
Saaaoan atrocities are untrue. They refused 
and eight were arrested. It is reported that 
there is trouble in the Armenian district of 
Xeltung. 

London, Dec. G — The Times correapon- 
dent in Odessa aaya thit the warahlps Orel 
and Saratoil havo been ordered to transport) 
more than 19,000 troops from Odeasi and 
Sebastopol to Batoum. The troopi will be 
stationed on the Turkish frontier, it ia be- 
lieved, owing to the unsettled state of 
Armenia. 

MYSTEEIOUS DROWNING. 

An Unknown Individual Hnppoked to Have 
LoBt His Life In Vanconver Hatbor. 

Vancodveb, Deo. 6.— (Special)— About 
7:30 this evening the nightwatohman at 
tho Haatinga mill heard a cry of diatresa 
from the water front. On reaching the 
wharf the auilora spoken to could give no 
information, except that on hearing shouts 
they had ruahed to tho atern of a bark and 
found a mun atruggling in tho water.

Captain 
Funke uaually atayed in tho city during tho 
night, bub from the fact that at midnight he 
had not been found it is feared he may have 
been tho unfortunate unknown who met bis 
death. The theory ia that the accident oc- 
ourred by tho unknown person slipping off 
the frosted gangplank of tho India.

Mayor and Aldermen Agaia Visit the 
Lakes—Mr. HawlieB Before 
the Uity Conncil- 

Mayor Toague, Aid. Kelth-VVilaou, 
Humphrey, D*jor, Lodinghani and Styles, 
City Euginter Wilniot, Water Cominia- 
Bioner Riymiir, Mr. Proeoo, Mr. Northoott 
and Mr. A. MoL. Hawkes, CK,b water- 
works expert of oonslderftble lume, yeeter 
day visited Elk and Beaver lakes, and care- 
fully Inspected the aouroea of Victoria's 
water supply. The visitor, who hud been 
reoominondod to tlio council as a man of 
speciul ubility in liiH liuo by Mr. W. S 
Gore, Deputy Commiia'onor of Lands and 
Works, made a critical examination of 
lakes nod dun, S lor bads und drain ige 
area, and in the oveniDg bu p;avo the reaulis 
of luB ubutrvutioa to the niooibera of the 
uity council at a spooial meeting of that 
body. The Miyor presided, and Al 
Humphrey, Keitti-Wlnoa, Dwyer, Styioa 
and Vigelina, with City Engineer Wiluiuti, 
were also present. 

By A.ld. Keith-Wilson's sufieestion, Mr. 
Hawkea prefaced what he had to say of Viu. 
toria'a waterworks with a brief explanatioQ 
of his prufeaaional oareer, so that the mem- 
bers of the board and the oitizana of Vic- 
toria might uoderatand the basis upon 
which rest hia olaima to be oooaidered an 
expert^and an authoiity. He bad bad, ho 
said, experience in wucerworka building nud 
munugeuieut exlendin^ ever a period cf 
twelve years. In January twelve yo irn iigo 
he had entered the of&oe of Mr. Jucob 
Sheddaof Providenoe, B I., where for tlirm: 
yeard be devoted hioieelf to the atudy uf 
hydmulies, waterworks systems eapeoiilly 
uomiL){ within the scope of his obBervatiouy 
und reuonretits. Then he removed to Col- 
orndo, hia olijoot being to fainiliarina him- 
SL'lf with irritjulioQ engineering. He waa 
connected wiiii the Dativcr water company 
and actively eDgii(.;od in their eervioo for two 
years, St. L'juia waa next hia home, ho bo 
iug en^a>{cd there in the cliioe of the water- 
works depirtniont. A" the pumping ata- 
tiona on the Misaieaippi ho was employed fur 
aomo time in the Cirrying on of priiodc*' ex- 
periments CD liltriuiuu. Then ho returned 
to the ])i;nver waier conip;iuy, nflerwurda 
movinc! norlh from Colorido to Tacomu and 
building two hirge tiltro.tioii pluuta lliere. 
At the present time he was oeoretary-tren- 
eurer of tho Northwoat Wi»terwoika Associ. 
ation, which was represented in the man- 
agement of the water syetema of no fewer 
than twenty. three towna aud oitiea in the 
Northwoat. 

" Having made a apecial atudy of fillra- 
tion," Mr. Ilawkea continued, launching 
into the aubjeot, "I have come to the firm 
conolnsion that upward filtration, which ia 
aomething of a novelty, is tho superior sys. 
tein. Iiiveatigition haa demonatrated that 
tho uprt'&rd filter is more economical than 
the downward ; it ia more easily cared for 
when a large quantity of water haa to be 
bandied I aod it ia quicker in ita action. I 
can prove to the satisfaction of anyone who 
oarea to go into the question that the up. 
ward filter ia the better for cities— for any 
system in which a large volume of water haa 
to be handled It requirea lesa are»i and 
otn put from 33 per oent, to SO percent, 
more water through' than Che downward tya- 
tem, as the gravitation foroa aaatata inatead 
of acting sgiinsb it. For tfae aame reason 
the filtration matter is leas dense." 

" And now in regard to Viotoria'a water 
system, and what it needs to have done 
with It," ioc|uired Aid. Dwyer ? 

" Well, I should aay that the lake itaelf ia 
well fitted for water supply though the 
drainagB area ia rather limited," Mr. 
Hiiwkoa replied. " Being limited, the city 
could prohttbly purchaae ib more readily now 
than at any later day." 

" By (iruinage area you mean what wo 
have Ijoen in tho habit of referring to ao the 
watershed, do you not'.'" put in Aid. Koith- 
Wilson. 

" Yea —it is not properly to bo eiUed tho 
waterahed, which ia the apox of the natural 
roof. From that point to tho chorea of the 
1 »ko the drainage area should ba protected 
froni all .Ifti'eineut and alao from too much 
clearing up of lii ihar and undergrowth — all 
that acts »8 a cousurvor of rainfall. In the 
Bummor EOiaon thoroughly cleared land 
naturally abuorba all raiijf.»ll. The winter 
rainfall will also run off niuoh more rapidly 
from cleared land than from laud partially 
or wholly timbered. Some parts of the 
drainage area that wo vi.sited to di»y 
must bo damp all tho eummer even. 
If they- wore cleared they would neoea- 
aarily bo dry, and oonstquently tho rainfall 
which should bo stored in the grnuud eur- 
roundicg oa well aa in the reservoir, would 
have run ifT in o few days, tho waterahed 
belog in your cise so abort u distanuo froui 
the lakes. lanould think that as tho drain- 
age area la uotv, aa rrgards timbir, ouch 
rainfall would be found to be benctioial for 
weeka. 

"Tb's pollution of your watershed at 
present ie in great part due to the manure 
piles and kindred aocumulatloos ou tho sur- 
rounding f trma. In is true that vegetation, 
growing planta, eto., will absorb a great 
part of tho worac forms of poilmion, but 
during tho winter there must neocsBarily bo 
a conaidortilile iwnuunt oi objsotionublu mat 
ter carried down by the rains to the edges 
of the p inds and thence into the lakes. 

" Another souroa of trouble to you at 
present arises from the faoti that the 
edgea of tho poiidH have never 
been properly oloanul. IJiad trees, leaves, 
etc , are all dtcompoaing alowly, and thia 
decomposition ia helping to spoil your 
water. A amuU cxpondituro indeed will 
remedy thia. After you once got your 
water in condition nf;>iiu, tho supply f-hoiild 
bo fairly clean and good without filtration 
for at loiiHt nino months of tho year." 

Ai.ii DwYKi: asked, " when tho area bo. 
tween the watGrahed and tho lakea ia oo 
limited, ia it not more iicceasary for tho city 
to purohiiEO it lliaii if tho watershed were 
further uwuy .'" 

" Certainly," was tho reply, " water 
travoiling in a brook or in brooka four or 
five miles, oxpoaod to tho air neceaanrily 
cleanses itself as it advanoea. The original 
pollution invariably dlaappearo as tho brook 
goes on. I might say " (thia to Aid. Hum- 
phrey) " that every aonroe nilhin ba|f a mile 
of the lake on the east aide should be 
acquired, lu that diatanoo water oannot 
purify itself." 

Ald. Dwyer— You -think, then, that as 
things are at present here it ia absolutely 
neoeasary to purohaae the watershed, or a 
portion nf It at least ? 

Mr. Hawkea— I certainly think that the 
purchaae of a narrow atrip around the lake, 
as aomeooo has suggeated, would be putting 
a very small plaster on a very large wound. 
The ateepeab portions of the hillaldea might 
poaaibly be omitted for the preaent, but at 
the lama time I think now would be the 
oheapeat time to pnrobaae — while land 
value* are low, before expenilve improve- 



menta are mndo, or before an additional 
value if oroa.'* d hy the lands bocnming dear 
to tho owners tiH their homesfonda. 

His WoKsmr tiik Mayor— Would it not 
ho blotter ii> purcluiHO the watershed and 
bring water comparatively clean to thii lake, 
fiau to brit'g down polluted water and then 
hivo to purify it ? 

Mr. Hawkea admitted that it would. He 
added, in reply to a question cf Aid. Kolth- 
Wilaon, that a short atretoh of watershed or 
drainage area uuoh as Victoria is poEaeesed 
of is much moro liable to become polluted 
than any longer portion would be. 

ALU KF,iT]t-W)i.soN— Then you think 
tho council haa done it* duty to the oity by 
urging tho Immediate pnrohase of the water- 
shed property ? 

"That would bo my first advice; con- 
demnation if otherwiao." 

Mayok Teaouh— In regard to the old 
filter beds. If they oan be utilized with 
aiy d 'sree cf certainty, they oan be of con- 
siderable service ? 

"They oan be mado a useful portion of 
the filter beds to bo o jnstructod. Except 
that they may leak In certain portions of 
the bedrock they are in condition to be 
turned at onoe. I ahould think that using 
them would mean a saving of half tho ex- 
pense of filter eonstrnotion." 

Ai.D. Stales— What ia your idea of ex- 
tending the main to Blk lake and construct- 
iug a dam aotosa the end of Beaver lake ? 

'* I do not think the results would justify 
the cost. I should nob pronounce such ac- 
tion advisable. By doing that of oinrse 
yon would get tho best portion of the water, 
bub I don't think you cjuld afford it, us it 
would considerably reduce your contributing 
area. Tho rainfall' during the paat few- 
years osrtaiuly has h:on suflijienl for an 
ample eu[.p'y, but there are years of want, 
or there iiiiy bo ; cutting off the grr undagc 
area of lio iver Uko la aomething you had 
belter think over carefully he-foregoing into. 

' Tho worst feature of tho water hero ap- 
pears to mo to be ita bud odor, duo to the 
proaenco of ui|uatie phints drawn into tho 
naiuB uud servicu pipes, where they decay, 
ft la u curious ftiUuio of all such growths 
thiit they give out an odor moro than a 
tualo of deciyed Ceh. Hero is tho chief 
pource of Victoria's present trouble. Your 
iiltora should put lui end to this us soon as 
they are in operation ugiin. This vcgota- 
tiou decaying in the pipoa o^in Boon bo got 
rid of by opening tho hydrants and blowing 
off tho inaiuB, tuUing spcciid care where any 
dead ends or littio used branches may l)n " 
Aid. Dwyer Iriiuired, "With SI50,(JO0 
placed at our diaposui and $SO,000 used for 
tho purchaso of tho drainage area, ahould 
have a auflioient bilanco to oomploto our 
Qltor beda and perforin all tho other neoea- 
sary work of purtQcatioQ and improve- 
ment '; " 

" I should say," Mr. Hawkcs replied, 
' that you would have plenty of money 
available to cover tho expense of your filter 
buds, clean up your lake margins, and leave 
a snug balance in hand. You an do with 
it all that ia needed to mike your water 
supply pure and wholesomo — that is, of 
course. If yon decide to utilize as much of 
your old filter, beds as possible. Judging 
from the past 20 years' rainfall, there bos 
been no time when a euflicienb supply oonld 
not be drawn from your ponds from the rain- 
fall. Theinattcrof ovaporation,of whichyou 
have doubtleta beard mnoh, ia to my mind 
very much of a bugbear. The evaporation 
from your hillBidea, protected by timber aa 
they are, must necessarily be very small and 
must occur only during the summer months 
— it would not at any time materially affect 
the supply. I doubb if tho normal evapora- 
tion in BUoh a climate aa you have here, the 
elevation of your watershed not being suf - 
fioieat to reach the lighter air. oould under 
any circumstances bo more than a theoreti- 
cal quantity. If yoa have a normal rainfall, 
fully two-thirda of It may be counted upon 
to drain into the lake. 

" By adding five foot to the dam, aa haa 
been suggested, you will about double 
the available pouadago for rainfall, 
therefore this live foot of dam 
ahould be added to give you tliis ad- 
ditional supply — it will not inoreaaa your 
area more than one hundred oorcg in any 
event, whllo about doubling your storage 
capacity- Thia would of courae neceaaitato 
the (J mstruction ct a dam across the Elk 
lako Ingoon, but it would be a very ahort 
and inexponsivo affair. 

" All tho trees and rubbish, all the flaat 
ing islands in the lukea, should como out 
and after drying be burned or else should be 
scut down the gully, where they could no 
nioro ocoasioQ annoyance. If the city 
ahould p'lrohaeo tho land around the lake, 
fenco it and make it an absolute preserve, 
tho citizena will very soon diseoviir a vast 
improvement in their water. I refer simply 
to the cleansing out of tho surface matter in 
tho lakoa ; that that baa gone to the bottom 
— 'the aabes oi all vegetable matter already 
consumed by contact with the oxygen — will 
not prove harmful if not disturbed."

A MINORITY aOVERNMBNT. 



The sitnatton in Newfoundland is very 
peculiar indeed. When the by-elections 

were over tho Whitewayltea had recovered, 
or very nearly rioovered, thoir numerical 
strength. The Government had 14 sup- 
porters on the floor of tho House of Assem- 
bly, and the Opposition 21. The Govern- 
ment, however, showed no disposition to re- 
sign, lb seemed bound to oling to power 
until the latest moment poBsible, and it is 
evidoni that tlie Governor ia (juito willing 
to act on the advice of a Government that 
would bo dufouted in a few hours nftor the 
Legislature waa in session. The Goodridpo 
Government has always been in a 
minority. It may for a time have 
been technically constitutional, but it never 
had a moral right to direct tho affairs of the 
Colony, While the by elections wore pend- 
ing there waa some shadow of an ercuse for 
their holding on to power j but since tho re- 
sult of those eleotions has been known 
even that shadow has disappeared. 

The Wbiteway party is atiil under a dis- 
advantage. The candidatea who wore sot 
up to contest the elections in place of tho 
leadora aro confeaaedly inferior men who 
were elected vto hold the se^ts until a dis- 
solution [should be obtained, and then 
the men who are now diaqualified 
will bo eligible for election. The 
new niembore— the "warming pans "—are 
apparently unfit to act as representatives of 
the people. Although Sir William White- 
way had influenca enough to prevail upon 
the people to elocb them, he oould not give 
them either brains or intelligence, which, by 
the aooount wo have aeon, they aoroiy need. 
tThese men aro not lit to oope with their 
clover opponents in the Government and con- 
Boijuently llio I'romior has atiil cvorythiiifz 
his own way until after the meeting of tho 
Legislature, The very able Newfoundland 
correspondent of tho Montreal Gazette, 
writing on tlio I9-h of November, says : 

Two courses are open to tho present Gov- 
ernment. The first ib to wind up their af- 
fairs within a few weeks, as they havo been 
badly defeated at tho polls, and send iu 
their resignation. The second ia to hold 
ofGoe till-the Legislature meets and await 
the result of a " want of oonfidenoe " vote, 
}5oing dofoalod in the HoUSB of Assembly 
they cnuld then advise the Governor to dia- 
aolvo and oppeal to the whole country— a 
general ulecliou to be held in May next. 
They may consider that Ihsir chanooa of 
auooosa are then good when the proaent ex- 
citement and turmoil have aubalded, and 
people have time to refleob. It would bo 
time enough to aummon the Legialaturo for 
tho tranaaotion of buaineaa In Juno, aa tho 
revenue and supply bills passed last session 
extend till July. 1H95. There is at present 
no indiottlion whioh courao will lie adopted 
by Govorumont. Moantimu, it muHt bo al- 
lowed our politioal ailuation ia exlraordi- 
n»ry onil moat undeairablo. Tho roHtnration 
of thi) old state of things under Sir W illiani 
will not, I four, lead to quietude and pros- 
peilty, but we oan only leave all to tho 
logto of events. 

A recent telegram contains tho informa- 
tion that tho (Joodrldgo (Jnvurnmunt in- 
tends to continue In olUco aa long ae ho cxu, 
whioh will ho until nexo Juno. 

Tolitios as maybe supposed aro exceed- 
ingly lively In Newfoundland. The two 
partlea-Govornmenb and Opposition- are 
greatly embittered ..gainst each other. 
Newfoundland politiolaua do not, soon, v.ry 
paitloular ellber as to what they say or 



Mr. L. H. Davlea, M.P., Premier Field- 
ing, of Nova Sootia, and Attorney-General 
Longloy, cf tlio same Province, wore a 
little while ago on a stumping tour in New 
Brunswick. They are all men of ability 
and aro well versed in the political hiatory 
of the Dominion. They aro, beaidea, leaders 
of the Liberal party and no doubt know as 
much as can be known of its intontione. 
Tho throe gentlemen we havo named 
apoke in St. John on tho evening 
of tho LiTtli of laat month. No ihinli- 
ing man will bo surpriacd to find 
that not one of them waa able to throw tho 
ieaat light on the oourae whioh the Liberals 
propose to pursue on tho trade (|Uostion. 
Mr. Davics talked icurncdly and cnthueiaa- 
ticully about what free trade had done for 
Great liiitaiu, and of its superiority in all 
places and under all oiroumstanoes to 
the policy of protection. He sue- 
ceeded to his own satiafaotion, no doubt, 
in showing that everyone who in tho Mari- 
time I'rovinceB took tho side of protection 
was altogether wrong, that he miarcpro- 
Bontod facts and supproaaed tho truth, and, 
in short, did his best to deoeive tho 
people. But there was one thing 
that Mr. Davies oould not find it 
convenient to do, and that was 
to state clearly and diatinc'.ly what he 
and his friends meant by free trade 
for Canada. Like his Ctiiof he had plenty 
to say, and he uo doubt gave expression to 
his views in a very lively way, but oa tho 
eubjeob about which his hearers were moat 
desirous to be informed, ho ht>d literally no- 
thing intelligible to impart, The electors of 
St. John, wo take it, did notr<vant to hear a 
lecture on politioal economy or on the 
progress of free trade in Great Britain, 
They, if they are as intelligent 
as we believe them to be, wanted to be told 
with something like definiteness what tho 
trade policy of the Liberals, if they wore 
entrusted with power, would bs. But this 
waa the very aubjeot whioh Mr. Diviea ex- 
ercised his ingenuity to avoid — and it must 
be said that he snoceeded admirably. Thi a 
ia what the St.. John Sun, in an article on 
the "Grit Bally," said about Mr. Divies' 
epeeoh on the day after ib was delivered : 

Mi. Daviea devoted a great deal of time 
to the proof that Great Britaip had made 
progrees under free trade. No ono disputes 
thia, nor would Mr. Uavies dispute the fact 
that tho United States has made still greater 
progrean in manufacturoa under protection. 
If Mr. Uiviea had an argument from the 
Eogliah preceiont it would bo that Canada 
ahould adopt tho ICngliah free trade eyatcm. 
\ot tho very next thing which Mr. Daviea 
proceeded to do waa to contend that Canada 
ahould do nothing of tiio kind. Canada, 
accordiug to him, should adont a ayatem 
whioh taxes tho general run of imports fi,r 
revenue, which ayatem an Knglish 
free trader would abhor. Mr. Diviea 
also complicated his poaition by taking ex- 
ception to tho system of drawb.tck8 whioh

THB aUMULA TI VU YO TB. . 

It most have appeared aingular to aome 
who took an interesb in the London School 

Board elootion to find that the minority of 
the Board waa returned l)y a, msjority of 
votes. About 700,000 votes were oist for 
the 20 Clerioala, while the SO FrogreeBives 
polled over 800,000 votea. This singular 
reaulb was produced by the aystcm under 
which t he Sohool P.oard woa ol( c ed. It ia 
cilk'd tho ciimulativo vote. Every oleotor 
in a diati iot uav vote for as many candidates 
as it is entitled to return memliets to tho 
board. AVe will say for example sake it 
is his privilege to vote for six mem- 
bers. Uu can, if ho pleases, give a 
vote to each of the six candidatea 
or ho can select two and give three to each, 
or ho oan pile ail his votes on ono candidate. 
The intention of this system is to give the 
minority in a conatituenoy the ohanoe of 
eloottng at least one member. It was never 
tho intention of che inventor of the system 
to give a minority of oleotora the power of 
oleoting a innjnrity cf members. But this 
was tho reiiulb it produced at Iho Into Sohool 
Board oioution. This was owing to tho un- 
skilful use of the privilege of cumulating 
the vote. Electors piled their votes on to 
candidatea of their party who could very 
well havo done without any exlra support. 
It is to bo romomberod ihat every 
vote addod to the favorite candidate waa 
one taken from a candidate of tho same 
party who needed it. The ocneeqneDce waa 
that aome of the members elected on tho 
Progreaaive side had many more votea than 
waa necessary to olcol; them, and (|uito a 
number i f I'rogrcssivea were rejected for the 
want of the votoa thrown away on atroog 
candidates. 

The Clerioala were better generals and 
better calculators than their opponents. 
They distributed the votes of their party in 
such a way as to produoo the beat results. 
Few or none wore thrown away upon candi- 
datea who did not need them, and weak can- 
didates obtained tho support they required. 
This is how they made their 700,000 votea 
produce better reaulta than the Progreaeivea 
did their 800,000. 

Tho Clericals aro it appours weaker on 
the new Board than they were on the oil 
one. As thoy escaped a crushing defeat 
through the blundering of their opponents 
ib is nob likely that they will do anything 
oaloulated to make them leas popular than 
they are. 

Aa » trial of the cumulative ajatom the 
London School Board eleotlon ia valuable. 
Theroaroiiiany whowouldbo (juito willing to 
adopt a aysteni which gives tho minority of 
olectora a chance of being represented in an 
elected body bub who would be very sorry to 
give a minority the power to eleot a msjor- 
ity of its members.

LANDS AKD WORKS BEPORT. 

Trunk Boad to Chlleotin— The Nakuap Ball- 
way— Statistics of the Year's 

Oiieiatlona. 

Tho annual report of the Chief Commis- 
aionor of Land and Works, for tho year 
ended October 31, presented yesterday by 
Hon. G. B. Martin, contains little of gen- 
eral interest, though it covera a maaa of im- 
portant detail showing the thousand and 
one operations of the department in con- 
structing new works and repairin;r old ones 
throughout tho province. Ono of the most 
important of tho new projecta dealt with is 
tho proposed trunk road from Uanooville to 
the coaBt for tho purpose of facilitating the 
opening up of tho interior, and on whioh 
Mr. W. Allan, P.L.S., makes an interesting 
report, having oonduotcd a careful survey. 
He rocomrneDdi tho Bella Coola route as 
tho best one for u cattle road. There 
is a good lovel country, ho says, 
f om Cbilcotin to li dia Coola river, 
with plenty of feed all tho way, 
and this road would not coat half tho amount 
of thi oLhera auggeated. The exponao of 
shippicg oattle, etc., from Bella Coola would, 
he considors, be very little more than from 
Bute or Koighl'd inlets. 

The report of Mr. Edward Mohun, gov- 
ernment engineer, on the Nakusp & Slouan 
railway is included. It ie dated November 
17. He gives a dcsjription of the road, and 
details as to the character of the bed, thn 
corvature and grades, tho trestle work aid 
other etructures Ho says: "Tho road, 
when the few dotaila now being attended to 
aro complot(:d, will, I believe, amply justify 
its construction. It ia, I imagine, ono of tho 
cheapeal over built on this coaa', though a 
greal deal o! the work haa been v.iry heavy. 
It ia, of courae, a mountain mineral road, on 
which a high rate ot epei d ia not eaaential. 
Fortunately for tha riiad, thougli uufortun- 
atoly for tbo contractor, the uuprocedentcil 
llood of last Bunimcr toatcd and exposed 
all Ita weak pointa, with tho roniU, it U he- 
ioveil, that thoro ia but little to dread from 
tho ofToctH of luturo freahotu. As you are 
aware, from llio desirability of pushing c.ui- 
atruction laat year, no billa of (|uantitiea 
oould he prepared on which to form any eati- 
mato of cost. I liuvi), however, no doubt 
whatever that ila coiiHtruolion haa coa' more 
thon was anticipated. In ia expected thai 
tho entire work will bo complete in every 
reapi'ol very dhortly ; and I proiiose lo leave 
in a few duyH for tho purpose of making a 
cloao and liual examination of tho road. I 
have obtainad tho elevation of the following 
painta above tea level, which may prove of 
inioreat, viz : Upper Arrow lake, elevation 
1 ,'!i;(i foot : 8ummib, Nakusp paaa, 2,44(i 
feet ; Slocan lake, 1,731 feet; Three Forks, 
Carpenter's creek, 2 1556 feet.

London, Deo. 6 Tbo Balgian eooi&liBts, 

aooordiDg to a Bruaaels digpatoh, made nn 
exoeptionally aggreaeive demonBtruticn 
during the debivtu on tho royftl civil list in 
th6 chamber to-driy. Tho uttaclta weru bo 
bibter that tho Consorvutivo deputies rose 
in a body, led by the Premier, and drowned 
the Boolalista' apeeohes with cheera for tlie 
King. The snoiftlista replied : " Hurrah for 
the pcopio." Tho Conaervativea continued 
to ofaeer and wave their bandkerchiofa until 
the oonfusioD became hopeleaa and the 
obamber adjourned. 

Letters from MeOgo, the capital of Uf;an- 
da', over which Great Britain has {ormally 
aaanmed a proteotorate, report severe fight- 
ing in the district of Unyoro, a portion of 
w^ioh was to be inolnded in the Uganda 
territory. The letters say that King ivuber- 
ega attacked the British fort at Holma. 
Toe King's ferae Waa'repulaod vrlth tho lose 
of many killed and wounded, including hia 
aona and a namber of chiefs. 

The first sitting of the German reiohatag 
in the new building was held yeatcrday. 
The preaident, after a brief addrean in honor 
of the occasion, called for cheera for the 
Emperor. All responded exctjpt the accial- 
iata. Five miuutoB elupaed boforo tho 
tumult wnB (|uellc(i. llerr von Mantcu ll't'l 
declHri'J tho ruvolting action of tho social 
domocruts would ri'sult, in tho house making 
an ir(|uiry into tho charges of "let'o miijeate" 
more atrioc than over. Tho social demo- 
crata during tho disorder culled the othor 
members rowcUeo. Horr von Li/.otzjw con- 
eured tho tociiilisf.i for not responding to the 
call for cheers (jr thu Kmpcror. Herr SijJger, 
Bocialisl loiuior, replied that ho would never 
join in choera for a inun who told tho soliHera 
that III his coniuuind they must tiro upon 
follow citizens. This reply was greeted with 
cheers by tho sooialiats and a greater row 
than before prevailed. 

The Prince of Wales, accompanied by tho 
Duke of Vork, reached London on their re- 
turn from St. I'otorsburg thia afterneon. 
They Wore given enthusiastic greetings. 

Nearly all tho ailk woavera in Lyons have 
atruck. 

Robert P. Porter, of Now York, address- 
ing the Statistical aooioty of London on the 
eleventh cenaus of the United Statea, said 
that if the present check to immigration 
continued a further decrease in the increase 
of population would bo revealed in 1900. He 
analyzed tho American cenaus ayatem and 
said its weakness lay in the fact that it was 
not permanent, each 'succeeding cenaua be- 
ing by entirely different bands. He 
advocated greater simplicity in the 
method of work and an internation- 
a1 schedule for population returns. One 
of the moat striking features of the eleventh 
census, he said, was the revolt of the in- 
quiry as to the relation! of the Individual to 
mortgage indebtedness and the inorease of 
farm tenancy. One resnit deserved special 
attention — namely, the Increase of farm 
value compared with farm encnmbranco by 
states and territories. In npany casts the 
increase in the value of the average farm 
per acre in ten years was enough to effect 
47-19 percentage of interest or 19 34 per- 
centage of principal and interest. 

The D.iily Chronicle commenta upon Mr. 
Porter'a deduction as to the influence of 
nervouB tension, hurry, etc , upon tho in- 
oreaae of population in America, and con- 
tenda that the beat thing for Aniorioa and 
England is euoh a change in cconomto ten- 
dencies and Bocial fooling aa will lead to a 
restoration of the purer and healthier pas- 
toral and agrarlun life. The great modern 
city, it says, it a vory doubiful agent in 
building up soul or body. 

>'EWS FROM NICARAGUA. 

Practically Under a Dictatorship— Treaty Be- 
tween Great Britain and Nicaragua 
Quietly Ignored. 

KiKOSTOH, Jamaica, Nov. 25.— (via New 
York) — Somewhat startling news has been 
received here direct from Nicaragua. The 
treaty between Great Britain and Nicaragua 
haa been quietly ignored by the cfiiciala of 
Preaident Zelayas. General Cabeza has been 
named governor of the Mofijuito country on 
a salary of JliOO per month. Hia brother baa 
boon named governor of Clornialand, which 
is juai ctr tho coast of Nicaragua. Recently 
he obtained a conoeasion for a number of 
yeara to uao tho island, it ia aaid, for a coal- 
ing station. In the event of the completion 
of the Nicaragua canal Corcisland will have 
an immense value both aa a coaling station 
and owing to its atrategotioal eitujition, 
which practically commands the Atlantic 
entrance to the canal. The governor cb 
tained thin rcmarUublo concejsicm from 
Preaident /jlayug whilu govornor (if the 
island. 

The case cf the Moravian missionariea has 
been duly submitted to tho governmint of 
Her Britannio Msjeaty, setting forth all the 
facts aa well as the attempt of the Nicarag- 
uans 10 sell the valuable properties of the 
misaionaries. Nicaragua ia practically un- 
der a diotatorabip. Under the now cun- 
stitution formulated by Gen. Zelayas, the 
president, anyone denoonoed to thu govern- 
ment of Nicaragua as nnfriendiy to it imy 
be fined $50,000 or have hia property con- 
fisoated.

CLEVELAND'S MKSSAGE. 

How It Is regarded ami Conimpnlcd On by 
Leadlni; London Newspapers. 

London, Deo. 5.— The Pall MallOozotte, 
conimentiog on President Cleveland's an- 
nual meaaoge to oongroae, aaya this after- 
noon : " President Clevelind reiterates his 
faith in free trade, bat we do not expeot to 
get anything more out of tho tariff contro- 
vurey. That chanco ia loat until tho Domo- 
orata return to power with a little sense in 
thoir hoada. America is going to bid for 
the supremacy of the sea. While wo do not 
foor tho contest, this policy will in time sori- 
oualy affect our carryiof; trade." 

Tne Globe says : There ia no touch of 
apr'iadoagleieni iu tho nieeaago oor tho 
slightest desirs to twist John Bull's noso, 
On the contrary. President Cleveland has 
the courage to diepUy u friendly attitude to 
Great liritain on certain questions, whioh, 
if roughly hat died, wotild easily provoke 
international nmbrbgo. ' We advisedly c^ll 
hia language courageous, for his careful 
avoidance of other eort cf talk ia certain to 
provoUo tho wrath of trie Iriah-AinerioanB. 
Aa in foreign affairB. bo iu domestic aDFiira, 
there ia atnple proof that he has tho courage 
of hia convictions. 

The Standard says in a leader on Prcai- 
dent Cleveland's meisaf^e : " The proposed 
change of the banking laws can in no way 
put cash into tho ire»aary for present or 
luturo demands, hut it may do much to iu- 
ttnsify existing dangere. Id one way alone 
cio tho gold reserve of the treasory bo re- 
plcaiBhcd without) risk, namely, by chang- 
ing budget deSoits into sarpluBsea andao- 
cumulating the latter infold. Sooretary 
Carlisle's provielons tend directly to make a 
depreciated paper currency redundant, and 
therefore seem weak aniJ moat impolitic. Hia 
proposal proclaims that tho ourrenoy 
problem ia one which tho Denioorats even 
yet darn not meet i(|Uarely. " 

The Djily Newa savo ; " Tho IranHfer of 
the reaponsibility fio'.ii tho trcaaury to the 
bunko undoubtedly ia Bound linanco. The 
Bystcm haa stood tho toBt of practical work- 
ing in Canada. Tlicre ia plenty of gold in 
thu United Hlatea, but its collection and its 
retention obviously aro not dutiea of tlio 
govornmcnt under tho ordlnury cnnditiouf 
of national exiatenco. Tho umtimianco uf 
the taak under preeont conditiona obviously 
would lead aoonor or later todillieulty uiid 
disaster." 

Tho Daily Chronicle oulogiKoa Mr. Clove- 
land's dogged peraiatonco in advocating tho 
policy of reform which his discredited party 
haa neither tho oouraRo nor oonsoierco to 
pursue. " Aa to tho banking propoaala," it 
said, " BO long as tflo treasury acta aa a 
diaturbing force in tho New Vork money 
market no do not boo bow Atnorioan Qaanco 
can be placed on a souad foondation." 

The Times says: " Seorotary Carllslo's 
scheme Is well devised, and probably tho 
boat possiblo uni^er the QircumBtauoeB. If 
it could bo paased through ooogreiB tho 
monetary situation would bo materially im- 
proved, althoagh further reforms wonld 
still be needed.
